Employment Gain 
Here In November 


Employment and pay roll records 
of nine manufacturing establish- 
ments in Andover showed that there 
were 3559 wage earners for the 
week ending nearest Novy. 15 and 
the total wages paid amounted to 
$184,831, according to the figures 
compiled by the Massachusetts de- 
partment of labor and industries. 

This is an employment gain of 
0.2 percent over the corresponding 
week in October but a drop of 3.4 
percent in the total amount of 
wages paid. 

Establishment contacted in 44 
municipalities of the state showed 
2016 establishments had 418,059 
wage earners with total wages of 
$21,267,999, or an everage weekly 
wage of $50.87. This is a decrease of 
0.9 percent in employment over the 
October record and a drop of 0.7 
percent in total wages, although 
only 0.3 percent below the average 
weekly earnings.

The department of public welfare 
is so ramified in its jurisdiction and 
is so universal] in its application 
that it will have to be covered in a 
series of columns. Perhaps, by way 
in introduction, a brief history of 
public welfare in Massachusetts 
should be examined. 


From colonial times the concept 
that public welfare is a government- 
al responsibility has been reoog- 
nized. This responsibility was based 
on the theory of the Blizabethan 
poor law which insisted that the 
town or hamlet should be the sole 
guardian and benefactor of all those 
persons whose social economic or 
health conditions made them turn 
to public sources for help. 

Harly in the history of the com- 
monwealth, however, this concept 
was broadened to include tran- 


sients who had not resided in the 
community for a sufficient length 
of time to be considered as if they 
had a “legal settlement.” In broad- 
ening this concept it was necessary 
for the Commonwealth to accept 
some responsibility for the care of 
these “unsettled’’ persons. The 
program by which the common- 
wealth reimbursed towns and vil- 
lages for the relief of these “un- 
settled” poor constitued a pioneer 
step in the country by creating state 
participation in relief expenditures. 


In 1863 the legislature attempted 
to coordinate the various state ac- 
tivities in the social welfare field 
by creating the so-called board of 
charities. Between that year and 
1919, many organizational plans 
were attempted by which the ac- 
tivities of the commonwealth in 
health, welfare, correction, and 
mental health were sometimes com- 
bined and sometimes separated. 


In 1919, however, under the major 
reorganization of the state services 
whereby separate departments were 
created, the present state depart- 
ment of public welfare was estab- 
lished. 


It should be pointed out clearly 
that the responsibility for the ad- 
ministration of public welfare rests 
in local communities. To this con- 
cept of home rule the common- 
wealth steadfastly clings as it has 
for over three centuries. Yet, in re- 
cent years, the amount of state par- 
ticipation has grown tremendously, 
and the addition of federal assis- 
tance has built up to tremendous 
proportions which results that some 
73 percent of the monies granted 
by local agencies by federal and 
state grants in aid. 

In the 812 towns in Massachusetts 
the people elect boards of public 
welfare who administer these agen- 
cies. In the 39 cities, by charter 
provisions, public welfare board 
members are appointed by the 
mayor and Gouncil. Most of these 
public welfare boards employ full 


time paid agencies and _ social 
workers, 
In this brief summary of the 


history of this department, the 
reader will see in essence the natu- 
ral historical growth of a state de- 
partment where ultimate control 
rests in the local communnity with 
much of the financial burden resting 
in the state and federal govern- 
ments. From a small organism fi- 
nanced to take care of the needy 
transient for whom the local com- 
munity felt no responsibility, it has 


grown to one of the largest depart- 
ments in the commonwealth and is 
naturally the largest from the point 
of view of the expenditure of state 
revenue. 

Next week we will continue with 
our analysis of the department.

Coming to the second article 
calling for a change in zoning 
laws to create a multiple-type dis- 
trict, it was decided, at the sug- 
gestion of Chairman Frederic S.

These 
will be row houses, four and, in 
some instances, five families living 
in a row in each one of the houses.

The finance committee has ap- 
proved the following transfer of 
funds: $50 to the tax collector for 
printing; $60 to the election and 
registration department for the 
costs of the special town meeting;

Plans Shown on Screen

That 
would amount to $1,000 a year for 
the whole 56 houses. If we com- 
pare that to the $17, it seems to 
me the town is getting something 
out of it. If the property is sold 
the town will receive out of the 
sale price the percentage of the 
taxes it waived during the years. 
The town of Andover would collect 
approximately 4/10 of the sale 
price. The state would receive the 
remaining 6/10.

Blue Cross May Boost 
Its Hospital Benefits 


An increase in maternity bene- 
fits and extention of full hospital 
benefits from 30 to 60 may be 
granted to all Blue Cross group 
members, according to a plan an- 
nounced by Roger W. Hardy, act- 
ing director of the Massachusetts 
Hospital Service, Inc. 

In a communication to the 164 
member hospitals in Massachu- 
setts, Hardy asked approval of the 
increased benefits which will affect 
more than 1,500,000 group mem- 
bers. His proposal would pay the 
hospitals up to $70.00 flat credit 
against billed charges for each 
Blue Cross maternity case. 

The Blue Cross chief has already 
conferred with officials of the 
Massachecusetts department of in- 
surance and hearings on the pro- 
posed increase in benefits will 
probably be scheduled within the 
next few weeks. If the changes are 
approved by the hospitals and the 
|}state department of Insurance, it 
is proposed that they go into effect 
approximately by Feb. 1. 
| This is the second major in-

|}the reorganzation of last Spring

Dr. Sidwell’s travelling _ school 
clinic was in Andover for the second 
consecutive year. Twenty-seven 
pupils were tested. The clinic is 


progress in school, emotional prob- 
lems or social adjustments. Recom- 
mendations as to the placement of 
these children are made to the 
supbrintendent. 


The hearing testing was done this 
year with the pure tone audiometer. 
The children are tested in groups of 
forty. Re-testing is done on all fail- 
ures and an individual test is done 
on all who fail the re-test. An audio- 
gram is made of each individual 
test. The audiogram is sent home 
and should be taken to an ear 
specialist. The medical profession 
does not always understand the 
testing methods carried on in the 
schools and we hope in this way 
to procure earlier treatment of hear- 
ing defects. 


Pre-school registration for the 
kindergartens was held the first 
week in June. The principal, kinder- 
garten teacher, dental hygienist, 
and school nurse were present to 
meet the parents and children. 
Health histonies were taken and 
health cards distributed to be filled 
in by the family physician. Booklets 
describing the health program of 
the school (printed by the Junior 
High school printing shop). were 
also distributed. 


Dr. Blake, school physician, is 
again doing physical examinations 
on all fourth, seventh and tenth 
grade students, and in addition all 
new students in the system. This 
examination is a stripped to the 
waist examination of heart, lungs, 
throat, general appearance, posture 
and feet.
